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ARTICLES OF CONFEDERATION 


Provisions relating to coinage and currency 


Approved by delegates Nov, 15, 1777 Ratified July 9, 1778 


Article 9, §4 

The United States, in Congress assembled, shall also 
have the sole and exclusive right and power of regulating 
the alloy and value of coin struck by their own authority, 
or by that of the respective States; * * * 


Art 9 §5 The United States, in Congress assembled, shall 

have authority * * * to borrow money or emit bills on the 
credit of the United States, transmitting every half year to 
the respective States an account of the sums of money so 
borrowed or emitted; * * * 


Art 9 16 The United States in Congress assembled shall 

never * * * coin money or regulate the value thereof, * * * 
unless nine States assent to the same * * *, 


Art 12 All bills of credit emitted, moneys borrowed, and 
debts contracted by or under the authority of Congress, 
before the assembling of the United States, in pursuance 
of the present confederation, shall be deemed and considered 
as a charge against the United States, for payment and sat¬ 
isfaction whereof the said United States and the public faith 
are hereby solemnly pledged. 
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Notwithstanding this resolution no distinct action 
on the subject was taken for some time, when 
Washington, in his third Annual Address to Congress 
on the 2^th of October, 1791, again referred to the 
subject in the following direct language;

this day to wit the third Tuesday of January in this same term 
until which day the said James Jarvis had leave to impaile (?) 
to the said Bill and then to answer &c. Before the People of 
the State of New York at the City Hall of the City of New York. 
The said Samuel Osgood, Walter Livingston and Arthur Lee come 
by their attorney aforesaid and the said Samuel Osgood, Walter 
Livingston and Arthur Lee pray that the said James Jarvis may 
answer to their said Declaration and the said James Jarvis also 
though at the same day solemnly demanded comes not nor does he 
say any thing in Bar or preclusion of the said Action of the 
said Samuel Osgood, Walter Livingston and Arthur Lee by which 
the said Samuel Osgood, Walter Livingston and Arthur Lee remain 
thereof undefended against him. 

Therefore it is considered that the said Samuel Osgood, 
Walter Livingston and Arthur Lee recover against the said James 
Jarvis their said Debt and also eight pounds nineteen shillings 
and three pence for their damages which they have sustained as 
well by occasion of the detaining that Debt as for their costs 
and charges by them about their Suit in this behalf expended by 
the Court of the said People now here adjudged to the said 
Samuel Osgood, Walter Livingston and Arthur Lee by their assent 
and the said James Jarvis in Mercy &c.
